DR. GREGG’S VIEWS. 


Writing in the same number of the fris) 
Butlder and Engineer, the Most Rev. Dr. 
Gregg, Archbishop of Dublin, says :- 

= In the matter of housing accommodation. 
as in other connections, poverty has only too 
often had to be content with what it could 
get, and it is beyond question that the poor 
have been cruelly exploited by many owners 
of tentment property, in their competition 
for a room, or rooms, in such houses as fell! 
vacant. Poverty needs to be protected both 
from itself and from those who take ad- 
vantage of it, and one of the great steps 
forward in recent years has been the acquisi- 
tion of compulsory powers to deal with hous- 
ing sites and houses no longer fit for human 
habitatioa. 

‘The problem is so complicated that it 
can only be grappled with by public 
authorities armed with exceptional powers 
which they are prepared to put into opera- 
tion. Loans of money for building on reason 
able terms, the building of dwellings near to 
places of employment (or, if at a distance, in 
areas served by cheap public conveyances) 
and obtainable at rents which the very poor 
can pay, the erection of large buildings 
divided into flats, the supervision of the 
tenants to secure that they use their houses 
in a civilised way—all these questions dv- 
mand the intervention of the legislative or 
civic authority. And it is a matter for great 
satisfaction that the housing question has 
been taken up in the enlightened way in 
which it has been by both the Government 
and the Dublin Corporatie:. But it should
